prisoners from Frelwoldau near 
Machris-Chostrau have been sub- 
stantinted as tho result of a Govern- 
ment inquiry. Six men were arrest- 
ed, it appears, for being In possession 
of arms illegally and they apparently, 
had been beaten, chained, deprive 

of food and gencrally ill-treated. 


It is gathered that Premier Hodza 
has’ not only promised the fullest 
satisfaction to the oggricved men, 
but has already suspended a num 
ber of Police and officials, who are 
to be tried ond punished with the 
fullest rigour of the law, 


The second development was of a 
politicat character. A mecting be- 
tween parllamentary representatives 
of. the  Sudeten Party, Slovak 
Autonomists and United Hungarlun 
Party, the questions of reconstruct- 
Ing the State and the Nationalitics 
problem generally were discussed. 
Tho meeting cnding in complete 
agreement regarding a common line 
to be followed by oll parties. 


The communique also refers to a 
special report showing that persons 
arrested on political grounds have 
been subjected to "severe mal-treat- 
ment.” 


The ‘report’ also alleges that some 
people who have.been arrested on

The communique concludes with a 
charge that “the events at Machris- 
Chostrau show that the constitutional 
nuthorities are powerless ‘to ensure 
the respect of civil rights ogalnst the 
military bureaucratic Influences” and 
a promise to submit the memorandum 
to the Government dealing with the 
disturbances which have increascg 
the tension and for which the Sudeten 
Party declines to take any responsl- 
bility —Reuter. 

Hitler’s Position

Herr Hitler is secking direct dis- 
cussions with Britaln on the present 
crisis in Europe, according to . in- 
formed—olrclos—he: 

Simultancously, he has urged the 
Sudetens to resume negotlations .and 
is said to-be convinced that the dead- 
Jock which the incident at Macris- 
Chostrau caused is a bad tactical move 
likely to stiffen the attitude of 
forelgn nations on the grounds that 
the Sudeten Germans are being 
obstructive, 

Herr Hitler is remaining in the 
background but awalting _ hourly 
developments for the re-drafting of 
his speech which will be the climax 
of the Nazi rally here.—United Press.

It is reported here to-night, but

Since the commencement . of ‘the 
cholern epidemic this year, several 
cnses, many of which have proved 
fata], have been - discovercd at 
Cheung Chau. 

In some instances infection may 
have been Imported from Macao, 
Canton and elsewhere. In other 
cases tha person attacked has 
undoubtedly acquired the discase in 
Cheung Chau. This includes —cer- 
tain cases amongst members of the 
European community which. have 
recently come ,under treatment in 
Government institutions. 

Cheung Chat possesses no satis- 

factory water supply, and although 
the Health Authorities have disin- 
fected the wells, it is very diMcult 
to provent them from becoming con- 
taminated. 
_ The disposat of refuse and night- 
soll—although’ improved since the 
start of the outbreak—is still very 
much below the required standard.

Two thousond Japanese ore claim- 
ed to have been slaughtered during 
the fierce engagement prior to the re~ 
capture of the town.

It is revealed that the Chinese in- 
fentionally withdrew from the walled 
city of Kwangtsi on Wednesday night 
to induce the Japanese to enter it as 
it was diMcult to defend tho city, 
which was practically levelled to the 
ground by repeated Jopaneso aerial 
bombings, : 

The Jopanese themselves were 
aware of the dificulty of defending 
the city. As soon os they entered it, 
they began to strengthen the de- 
fences. feverishly and rushed up re- 
inforcements, Contlnually.. arriving 
from the rear, thelr troops inside the 
city were augmented to about 4,000 
yesterday, 

The Chinese troops which with- 
drew from. the clty did not go far 
but took up positions around the 
city. With the arrival of reinforce- 
ments yesterday afternoon they 
Inunched a fierce counter-attacle. 

Heavy fighting took place” in the 
immediate outskirts. After two 
hours’ fighting, the Japanese were 
defeated and ficd into the city, leav- 
ing 1,000. dead ond more than 10 
ficld pleces on the battlefield. 

‘Following: in hot pursuit, the 
Chinese -broke Into the city and chal- 
lenged the enemy in strect fighting. 
A thousand more Jopanese. were 
slain and more fleld pleces and other 
arms were captured. Driving away 
the Japanese, the Chinese compicte 
recaptured the ‘city shortly after 
7 o'clock in the evening. 

Meanwhile, the Chinese 
which recently _ successfully out- 
flanked the’ Japanese etween 
Kwanatsi and Hwangmei continue to

Public exasperation at the 
bureaucratic methods employed 
by the Film Censorship Board 
in Hongkong cannot but fail to

suggestiveness, The banning 
of the “Inside Nazi Germany” 
sequence of a recent ‘March of 
Time’—the Hongkong public, 
it will be recwled, expressed its 
opinion of this act in no cortain 
terms in the correspondence 
columns of local newspapers— 
has been followed by the entire 
excision of a sequence on “Arms 
and the League” from a more 
recent “March of Time’. Apart 
from the insult to the intelli- 
gence of the average cinema- 
goer conveyed by this over- 
exuberance in wielding scissors 
on. political films, Hongkong 
cinema-goers have real cause 
for grievance at the mutilation 
of films which portray gunfire 
or shooting.

His first five novels, of which only 
two, “Cashel Byron” and “The Irra- 
tional Knot," have ever seen the 
lght outside obscure Sociallst pages, 
were rejected by various myopic 
nublishers. “I did not throw myself 
into the struggle of Hfe,” Mr. Shaw 
tells us, “I threw my mother Into 
it!” During his first nine years of 
literary endeavour G, B.S, has stated 
that he earned exactly £6. Some- 
how one cannot help regarding that 
as a Shavianism. 

A lecture by Henry George in 1882 
converted G. B. S. to Soclalism. He 
became a stalwart of the Fabian 
Society, and soon numbered among 
his friends the Webbs, William 
Morris, Annic Besant, ond last, but 
not least, that splendid  patriclan- 
firebrand, Cunninghame Graham. 
It ig nmusing now to recall that 
G. B.S. owed his journalistic patron- 
age to Willlam Archer. : 

He graduated brilliantly as music 
critic to the London Star, and later 
burgeoned forth as dramatic critic 
to the Saturday Review. As the 
Star’s musle man his nom de plume 
was Corno ‘di Bassetto,. There is one 
imperishable fragment of his very 
early Flect Street days. 2 

G. B. S. attended a prize distribu- 
tion, and mentioned that the chair 
‘was taken by a deplorable MP." 
Ils Incomparable articles for the 
Saturday, coruscating with fmpish 
wit and shrewd humour, first made 
famous the initinls G. B.S, It was 
a journalistic tour de force. Thou- 
snnds rend the Saturday. solely _ for 
Shaw. But G. B. S. was at heart a 
propaganda fanatic. He wore the 
motley purely in order to attract at- 
tentlon—-much as a Hyde Park orator 
might stand on his hend to draw the 
crowd, * 

Creating his Public 


He found his true literary metier 
—and his congental propaganda pitch 
—ans a dramatist. His first play was 
finished in 1892, But though “Arms 
nnd the Man" had a fair run in 
America, neither it nor other carly 
plays were box-office successes in 
London. There was no Shaw thea- 
tre public in this country. So 
G. B.S. sect out to make one. ~ 

He published his plays in book- 
form, with inimitable and often 
lengthy prefaces, but 50 lucidly -com- 
mentat that the average reader, 
with no technique. of the theatre, 
could - follow them — ensily. From 
that moment G. B. 5.'s apotheosis 
was assured,. His plays proved best- 
sellers os books, and soon a play- 
going public arose that demanded 
Shavian drama. Even as author 
G. B. S, was entirely original on the 
business side. His publishers di 
not pay him royalties, He Iet them 
draw the royalties, nnd took the 
risks—and the big profits—himself. 

It Js not a tribute to our insulnr 
Inteltectuality that G. B. S.'s plays, 
considerable though thelr later suc- 
cess has been, were 


almost every country in Europe as 
well as in America. To some ¢x- 
tent the Irish prophet is still with- 
out due hondur I1r‘his adopted .coun- 
try. ° Ibsen was his dramatic insplra- 
tlon; but G. B. S. out-Ibsened his 
master. The sparkle of his -dinlogue 
often supports what would otherwise 
be Intojerable stage perorations ¢m- 
bodying the | Shavian gospel of 
rational ideallsm. It Is quite impos- 
sible to estimate the effect Shavisn- 
ism had on the youthful mind of the 
early {wentleth-century generation.

Antimony regulus, an {inportant 
export from Chinn js becoming scarce 
ns n result of the hostilities in central 
China, A Reuter message from Lon- 
don states that denlers are reporting 
Increased Interest and activity In an- 
tlmony on the part of speculators and 
consumers owing to the passibllity of 
decreasing stocks In Hongkong which 
may lend to a stringency of supplies. 

A Hongkong exporter this morning 
explalned that the reason for this 
scarcity Js the closing of the Yang- 
tse River, which has prevented sup- 
piles being sent to Shanghal by the 
normal route, und latterly, the closing 
of -rallway communications between 
Hankow nnd Hungkong. ‘This has 
cut off China's only port of exit for 
hfs, and. other: mineral. products, 

In consequence there has been a 
sharp decline in the export of anti- 
mony regulus, as well os‘ antimony 
ore, from Hongkong during the past 
month or 80; 

During 1937 China exported over 
$10,000,000 worth of antimony re- 
fulus, of which $7,000,000 worth went 
through Shanghai, via Hongkong. 
Nothing ike this gure will be 
reached during 1038. In fact, it ls 
estimated that if and when Hankow 
falls, China's entire supply of anti- 
mony will cease, ¢ 

Most of the anlimony is mined In 
centrn} Chima around Hankow. 
Wolfram ore is in a different posi- 
tion. Tt is chiefly mined in Kwang- 
tung and is therefore sa fairly 
accessibie. 

Figures for recent yours " indicate 
that London does not buy very great 
quantities of antimony, and the bulle 
of China's exports are reported to be 
sent to Russia, where there is n great 
demand for the regulus, which is 
used in the manufacture of metas.
